But already in that year re- 
lations with Russia had begun to 
take an alarming turn. 


That year the Communists took 


over Czechoslovakia' in a coup that 
frightened he West. In 1949 this 
country and it(s European allies 
tot mod the Atlantic Pact, which 
was hardly more than a gesturo 
since it was not backed by arms. 


This country didn't begin its own 


arming until June, 1950. when the 
Communists began their adventure 
in Korea. This was 
followed 
by 


Gen. Eisenhower's departure for 
Europe in 1951 to whip an Atlantic 
Pact army into shape. 


In 1951 the Marshall Plan ended 


—at least under that name — and 
was succeeded by the Mutual As- 
sistance Program, which meant , 
the United States not only would 
continue to giye economic help but 
add military help, 


The administration said the Mar* 


shall Plan had been successful— i| 
WHS set up to restore Europe econ- 
omically — but that further bs|9 
was needed since Europe was turn* 
ing much of its restored economy 
into war preducttoB,
